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In February a cell of the ALF was formed in Montréal. 


Our first campaign was directed against a series of Delicatessans 
and butcher shops on Boul. St-Laurent, a major Montréal shopping 
street, where complete corpses can be seen hanging on display in 
windows. Our first action, on Feb. 26, was to attack these shops 
with spraypaint, spraying the slogan "La viande est le meurtre - 
meat is murder". We repeated this action on March 8th. On March 
16th, we attacked these shops, postering the windows with the same 
slogan and super-glueing the locks. Finally, on April 2nd, we threw 
a brick through the window of the most visually horrifying of these 
shops. 

We encourage all people concerned with the rights of animals to form 
autonomous and secure cells to undertake similiar actions (and hopefully 
even bigger ones). Such actions are simple and, if carried out with 


common sense, relatively safe.

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DANISH WEAPON PRODUCTION 

Each year weapon are produced in Denmark, 
for several billions of kr. - it is not ready- 
to-use guns or planes (like Bofors in Sweden) 
but high-technological components to be used 
in the most complicated weapon-systems.

REFUGEES IN DENMARK 


Some months ago Denmark was 
known as the model of human 
refugee's policy. Now it is 
a bad illustration for other 
European countries. 

The change came in October 
1986 when the Danish Mini- 
stry of Justice undertook a 
tightening of the refugees 
policy. 


One of the new laws means 

that refugees get checked as 
soon as they reach the Danish 
border or airport/harbour. 

All refugees who have seeked 
asylum outside Danish borders 
are send back. Alsc if they 
have stayed for some time in 
another country, they are 

sent back. 

Those who get over the border 
are placed in internment camps 
and have to stay there until 
their case is finished. Some 
refugees have lived in such 
camps for over 2 years. 
Circumstances in those camps 
make it impossible to take fa- 
milv or friends over to DK. 


The number of refugees that 
slip in has been strongly li- 
mited since Oct. 86. Earlier 
lr tcok 2-300 refugees a day, 
now it is 150 pr. month. 

It is also nearly impossible 
to get a visiting visa. This 
means that a refugee who was 
denied entry once, is forced 
tc conduct his case from an- 
other country. He/she will 
never meet his/her lawyer. 
When conducting his case of 
asylum the refugee has to 
prove that he vill be perse- 
cuted or in danger when be- 
ing sent back tc his home- 
land - in normal cases it is 
ttc Court that has tc prove 
vour guiltyness. 


ur's refugee's policy offici- 
ally is "to limit the stream 
cf asylumseekers", but in re- 
ality DK tries to reach a to- 
tal stop of refugees as soon 
as possible. This must be the 
conclusion regarding the tigh- 
tening of the laws. 

Also the public is negative 
about refugees. This is may- 


| 


be the fault of the media 
which was not always too 
kind to refugees. 

A research made by the Vil- 
strup-Institute shows that 
468 of the public think that 
DK still receives too many 
refugees. 50$ of those vote 
Socialdemocratic and belong 
to the lower class. They are 
maybe frightened that the 
refugees make their situa- 
tion worse. 

418 of the public think that 
DK takes enough refugees, and 
only 12% want the number of 
refugees increased. 

This research has to be taken 
carefully, it doesn't show 
too much. 


The media shortly brought 
some news about the refugees 
situation. 

On 21.4 80 Libanese seeked 
asylum in a church in Copen- 
hagen. They were to be depor- 
ted to Libanon, because the 
Danish Minister of Justice, 
Erik Ninn Hansen, found the 
situation in Libanon safe e- 
nough to send them back. Whe- 
re he had got his ideas from 
no-one knows. The UN still re- 
commend not to send refugees 
back to Libanon, as the situ- 
ation is too dangerous. People 
who have returned to Libanon, 
got arrested and have disap- 
peared, and were later found 
in Syrian prisons, according 
to documents owned by Amnesty 
International. 

There are still 430 Libanese 
back in Dk. 9 are directly 
threatened by deportation, 80 
will be deported soon, accor- 
ding to the Danish Refugee's 
Aid. 

There have been lots of pro- 
tests ayainst the deportation 
of the Libanese. There was a 
political majority for kee- 
ping them, a'd lots of refu- 
gee-organisations have had 
meetings with E.Ninn Hansen 
and the Refugee's Directorate 
to stop the deportation. It is 
now deferred, until Ninn Han- 
sen has conferated with the 
Scandinavian UN and the Euro- 
pean UN. 


Another case is that of the 50 
Iragis who occupied another 
church in Copenhagen, also on 
Aga 

They were to be deported to Sy- 
ria, the place where they had 
stayed after fleeing from Iraq. 
They then flee from Syria and 
reached DK. 

In this case the refugees had 
given personal information to 
the Refugee's Directorate, and 
these information was to be gi- 
ven to the Syrian Government in 
order to manage the refugee's 
deportation. 

The occupation finished after 
24 hours when the Iragis were 
ensured they should not be de- 
ported and would maybe get asy- 
lum in DK when their case had 
been taken up again. 

They also were ensured that 
their personal information had 
not been given to Syria, but 
who can believe who in these 
days?.

CANCER FROM POWER-LINES 

The swedish authorities will investigate whet- 
her living near to high-voltage transmission 
lines might cause cancer. All people, who 
have been living in houses nearer than 200m 
to a highvoltage line, is to be checked with 
the swedish cancer- and death-lists, to see 
if this part of the population has a higher 
rate of cancer deaths than the "normal po- 
pulation". The cause for this investigation is 
a new rapport from USA which shows extra 
cases of especially children’s leukemia, but 
also other forms of cancer, among families 
living near high voltage lines. Anders Ahlbom, 
in charge of the swedish investigantion, stat- 
es, that it is not the lines themselves that 
are dangerous, but the magnetic field, creat- 
ed around them. Such fields are also in ot- 
her places, lik: electric railways, subways, 
and of course, in power plants. Parallel to 
the population-investigation the swedish will 
find out whether power plant workers have - 


higher cancer rate than other trades.

SHELL OUT OF DENMARK 


More than 30 Danish Shell- 
gasstations have been ex- 
posed to attacks since No- 
vember '86. 

Windows have been smashed, 
tubes have been cut over, 
and 1000s of liters of gas 
have been destroyed by su- 
gar. 

Of course these actions 

were illegal, but the ac- 
tivists have managed to 

draw the public's atten- 
tion by running a big in- 
formation in the media, to 
make SHELL pull out of 

South Africa and its Apart- 
heid-regime. 

In Nov.'86 was started an 
anti-SHELL-campaign, with 

22 attacks on Copenhagen- 
gasstations and 6 in Arhus. 
Since then there have been 
attacks on gasstations in 
Hørning, Fårvang, Frederiks- 
sund, Nærum, and Nykøbing 
Mors, and too there was ma- 
licious damage on the SHELL 
headquarter in Copenhagen 
and on the company's trai- 
ningcentre in Rrgndby. 

Two activists gave an inter- 
view to Ekstra-Bladet (Boule- 
vardPress) where they told 
that these actions would 

not stop until SHELL was 

out of South Africa. 

'SHELLs only purpose in S.A. 
is MONEY, and we want to hit 
them economically by burning 
their gasstations. We do that 
even though we risk up to 10 
years imprisonment." 

Earlier this year 2 acti- 
vists had to pay 71.000 and 
87.000 DER damages to SHELL. 
Anti-Apartheid-qroups like 
Sydafrikakomiteen and Mellem- 
folkeligt Samvirke have offi- 
cially confounded to this ra- 
dical methods of action. But 
they have instcad tried to 
convince the public to buy 
their oil and gas at other 
places' than SHELL. Some Da- 
nish communes also boycot 
SHELL. 

In Arhus and Odense SHELL-ad- 
vertisements on busses were 
forbidden because of their 
political content. 


On 3l.March a gasstation 
in Copenhagen was attac- 
ked with firebombs and 
burned down. 

On 4.May a SHELL-station 
in Nykgbing Mors got its 
tubes cut over and its 
pumping plant destroyed. 
2000 liter of gas run out. 
The station was painted 
with 'SHELL out of S.A.- 
slogans. 


Also on 4.May the Ekstra- 
Bladet called Winnie Man- 
dela in her home im:Sowe- 
to. She had heard about 

the massive protest agaist 
SHELL in Denmark, and said 
'Any attack against compa- 
nies that co-operate with 
the murder-regime in South 
Africa gives us more stren 
ght. Those people behind 
the actions are the true 
friends of the blacks figh- 
ting against the white A- 
partheid-fanatics.' 

She also told about the 
horrible situation in South 
Africa. ' Ti our fight a- 
gainst it, we greet attacks 
that help undermine this 
rascist regime, with our 
applause.'

From Wed. April 29 to Sun. May 3,anarchists,squatters and others participated 
in a combination teach-in/occupation of Tompkins Bquare Park in NYC. The purpose of 
the action was to publicize the plight of the squatters at the hands of uniformed 
thugs as well as to attract the homeless into considering squatting as an alternative 
to "shelters" or the park bench. 

Due to rain and other factors,events didn't start rolling until Thursday night. 

We gathered and built bonfires and also cooked and ate a communal meal. Wa also 
planned events for Friday and Saturday.Unfortunately as we were sitting in the park 
on ninth street,working out plans for sur event,some people were sitting in the ninth 
precinct,working out plans for their event. 

The NYC police reserved use of the bandshell for Friday afternoon. They held a 
pseudo-event,a "Rock Against Drugs". Apparently school children were forced to tag 
along with their teachers after classes,chanting moving slogans such as "Crack dealers 
go to jaili!". We find it interesting that the NYPD should choose May Day and Tompkins 
Square Park(traditional center of anarchist activity) to hold their anti-drug spectacle. 
We were rousted from the park by the cops and prevented from distributing our literature 
dealing with the problems of homelessness as well as proposed solutions. Our leaflets 
dealt with such diverse issues as spatial deconcentrati on and gentrification as well as 
"revolutionary" leftist parties trying to co-opt the squatting issue. In the future we 
will talk about these ideas in depth but just briefly it can be said that while officials 
estimate the number of homeless in NYC as 60,000 people, others put it at around 100,000. 
And for every homeless man woman and child there is an abandoned building lying around. 
The potential for these people to take money right out of the capitalists'pockets is real; 
so real that commissions are in existance to squelch the urban rioting that can take place 
here. The squats presnt a basic cell of resistance,practical,military and otherwise to 
the capitalo-statists. 

Back to the event-by Friday evening we were able to return to the park. A teepee 
and shack were erected as symbols of refuge from the landlord and bureaucrat. The group 
was joined by many people such as wo radical clowns from the Barnum and Bailey circus 
who showed up with food they had collected from circus workers. We sang songs and 
spewed propaganda until early morning. Then everyone retired to his/her own teepee, 
shack,bandshell or what have you and got a pretty decent nights.@kaep, Then in the 
morning while the anarchists and squatters abandoned the park in search of coffee,the 
cops came and tore down both shack and teepee. The stage had been set for a confrontation 
that we all felt had been brewing for a month. 

The day of May2 was quiet as other demos were happening in different sections of 
the city. That night around 8, a group of around 30 had reassembled in the park and 
the teepee was once again erected which infuriated the police, Blue anthropoids 
seemed to crawl out of the woodwork. Within twenty minutes we were facing a phalanx 
of some thirty police officers. The solidarity of the group was perfect; the cops! 
demand for a leader was answered with "we're all leaders"and " we don't have any 
leaders",which seemed to confuse them. In desperation they levelled the teepee once 
again. By now the community had been alerted and our ranks had swollen to aróund a 
hundred. The group sat around a garbage can bonfire (our bonfires consumed several 
hundred police barricades during the weekend) and sang songs like "Living in the 
Skidmore Hotel" and "I Shot the Sheriff", The mood of the local constabulary switched 
from digoriented to dangerous and they called in the fire department to extinguish 
our bonfires. The more the laws harrassed us,the louder and more defiant our singing 
became. Then in a moment of crystalline spontaneity,a decision was made to march down 
the busiest street of the now trendy Lower East Side. In an instant,militants became 
marchers, leaving the cops staring at an empty bandshell,billyclubs dangling impotently. 
The shout of "NO HOUSING,NO PEACE" was raised by a hundred angry and harrassed denizens 
of discontent while onlookers either stood dumbfounded or raised clenched fists as a 
sign of support. After about ten minutes,the police had recovered from their initial 
shock and set about to cut us off at the busiest intersection of the area. Then, just 
as a confrontation would have happened,it just ended, The marchers disappeared into the 


droves of weekend debauchées and got back to the park to find that no cops had the i 
forsijht 'o stay behind. By the time the cops figured out where we were,the pl ae 
once again defiantly vertical. Once again they ripped into the teepee, tearing o

Two Criticisms of the Event 

Leftist attitudes still seem to hang around and are hard shaken,even by anrchists. 
We still haven't learned not only to distinguish between active and passive participation, 
but to do something about it. The event at times wreeked of leftism as squattere and 
anarchists came by,saw small amounts of people,turned around and left. My question is,who 
is supposed to create these evnts if not the participants? Must we work out spectacles 
to keep people's attention so they'll hang around,or do we encourage people to help create 
the event? Well,we attempted to do the latter,and unfortunately 4t didn't work to well. 
Our failure to attract the artists roaming the street didn't bother me one bitjit was our 
failure to hold the interests of the very same people who claim to hate boring leftist 
rallies that bothers me. Our "failure"(a label given to the event by some anarchists) 
in attracting huge amounts of supporters during certain times and keeping peoples interests 
may say little about our abilities as organisers,but say even less about other people's 
interests. I saw little active participation. Even just being at an event can lend to 
active participation,but what seems to have happened is that we'va gotten so used to 
trying to avoid rallies,occupations,actions etc.,because they are dominated by boring, 
token leftist gestures of action,that we dismiss these types of things immediately. 
Although €vents of this type can be analysed as futile,they don't have to be. What's more, 
by that logic,most any hing can be characterised as futile,our whole lives. If we can 
justify spending an hour or two in a cafe because it's fun,then we can justify doing the 
same(activity) in the park. Only difference is,in the park you can't exchange $4.95 for 


some pre-fab form of enjoyment. 


Initially, certain anarchists had been cool to the idea of working with the squatters. 
Then when it was discovered that there was the possibility of a confrontation with the 
police, the coolness turned to out and cut fear and loathing. I was asked directly about 
the possibility of receiving bad publicity in the (capitalist) press. here was pressure 
to distance anarchism from the occupation. I was willing to bend with the winds then, but 
now I'm pissed. How much more anarchic can one get than squatting? Taking money from a 
capitalists pocket 1s the purest form of sabotage, and if you get a roof over your 
head in the bargain, so much the betteri Further, where is the anarchist whose afraid 
of bad press? (except for maybe Bookchin) We should welcome it in the Matxo+capitalist 
media. I'd be very wary of an anarchist group that was slobbered over in TIME or Pravda. 
Certainly different an .archists identify with different causes, and I didn't expect 
encouragement from all the New York acrats. But an attempt to derail an event because 
of the.possibility of a confrontation with authority I find totally out of keeping with 
anarchist principles. 

Further, a number of comrades dropped by at various stages of the occupation, 
they stayed forfrom twenty minutes to an hour then left, some pausing long enough to 
denounce it as a failure. The problem was, nothing was happening. So, how can I fault 
them? Easily. First, if nothing is happening doesn't the opportunity to make things 
happen automatically present itself? Or as I suspect, havo these anarchists become so 
accustomed to the spectacle that when they aren't presented with rousing speeches and 
banners, or a band blaring out some new-age version of the Internationale, they simply 
don't know what to do. We must remember, ours is a movement of participation and . 
activity. Let the Socialists and Communists ape the commodity of the spectacle. Such 
mindless diversions are for slaves, not anarchistsi It is not enough for us to talk 
like anarchists, we must be anarchists.How many comrades were watching TV or spewing 
anarchist prattle in cafes when we marched? Will such a moment come again? Never. 

Our goal is simply the emancipation of of humanity, that purpose is not served 
by windbags in bars but by militants on streets.

BATHURST, N.B. (CP-Staff) — 
Thirty-five people were arrested 
yesterday as riot police lobbing 
tear gas clashed with woodcut- 
ters on New Brunswick's north 
shore. 

The police used the tear gas to 
break up a human blockade 
formed by 250 unemployed wood- 
cutters, who were trying to stop 
two logging trucks from deliver- 
ing wood to the Consolidated-Ba- 
thurst pulp and paper mill. 

The woodcutters had sealed off 
the only highway entrance for 


Ju 
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trucks to this northeastern New 
Brunswick city. There were no 
injuries. 

"The riot police went by my 
place, banging on their shields," 
said Doady Armstrong, who lives 
nearby. “It looked like a scene out 
of a movie." 

But the confrontation between 
police and protesters turned into 
a tactical standoff by mid-after- 
noon as the woodcutters stood by 
and let another four trucks pass 
without incident. 

While RCMP riot squads, 


they tried to stop logging trucks from delivering wood to the 
mill in Bathurst. Police arrested 35 people. 


armed to the teeth with shields, 


helmets, clubs, gas masks and 
tear gas, went through their 
SWAT team routine, smiling 
woodcutters stood on the side of 
the highway cheering and clap- 
ping thelr hands. 

“We don't want no problems 
with the law,” said Michel Aube, 
a spokesman for the New Bruns- 
wick Woodcutters Association. 
“We had 35 guys stopped this 
morning and we don't plan on 
having more stopped now.”

The 35 workers were charged 
with obstruction. 

The dispute is based on differ- 
ential prices paid to union and 
non-union loggers who cut wood 
for the mill. The non-union wood- 
cutters have also complained 
their working conditions in the 
woods are atrocious and that 
they are forced to live in dilapi- 
dated shacks.
